To the town of Alstead : 


In obedience to chapter 81, section 19, of the General Statutes, 
I have the honer to submit the following report: 

District No. 1.—Summer school was taught by Miss Karr L. 
Drisitanon, of Walpole. This was her first school. The schol- 
ars made fair progress in their studies. They were orderly and 
studious and appeared well at the examination. The examination 
was very good. 

Winter school was taught by Frank M. Cuarin, of Keene. 
This term of schooi was well conducted and the closing examina- 
tion was good. This is an easy school to govern. The scholars 
are all well disposed; the parents take an interest in their school. 
in this school there is a fine class of young scholars, 

Disr. No. 2.—Summer school was taught by Miss Neuure E. 
Burroucus. This was her first school. Fora beginner in the 
work of teaching, Miss Burroughs managed the school very well. 
The scholars made good progress in their studies ; the examination 
was very good. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Netuie E. Burrouans, 
The order was good ; the school appeared very well. The exam- 
ination was satisfactory. In this school there is a fine class of 
young scholars. I think if some, a few of the parents, were a lit- 
tle better united as to their school, it would add much to the wel- 
fare and prosperity of the school. 
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Disr. No. 3.—Summer school was taught by Miss N. Emma 
Emerson. Miss Emerson endeavored to do justice to the school 
and to herself and was successful. 

Winter school was taught by Miss N. Emma Emerson. This 
term of school was well conducted; the examination was sat- 
isfactory ; the order was very good. Parents take an interest in 
the school. They were present at the examination ; the scholars 
did themselves credit, their teather and parents. 

Dist. No. 4.—Grammar Department, Summer school, was 
taught by Miss Mary R. Porter, of Walpole. Miss Porter is a 
teacher of some experience, of good attainments and disposition. 
Miss Porter labored hard to make the school a profitable one, and 
was successful. The exercises at the close of the term, did honor 
both to teacher and scholars. The examination was satisfactory . 
many of the parents and others were present. 

Winter school was taught by Mr. J. M. Powers, of Athens, 
Vt. Mr. Powers is an experienced teacher. His method of in- 
struction was very good; the scholars advanced slow but generally 
thorough. I think it would have been better for the school had 
he been a little more strict as to order, The exercises at the close 
of the term were very creditable to both teacher and -scholars. 
Parents and others were present at the examination. The ex- 
amination was very good. 

Distr. No. 4.—Primary department, Summer school was taught 
by Miss NELLIE M. Fiske. Miss Fiske is well known to bea 
teacher who stands in the first class of teachers. The school was 
successful and prosperous ; the progress the scholars made was de- 
cidedly good. The examination was satisfactory in every respect. 
Parents and others were present at the examination. 

Fall and Winter school was taught by Miss Nevin M. Fiske. 
She has taught this school now four terms in succession, and I do 
not think there will be four terms of better school in this depart- 
ment for years to come. The parents will ever feel grateful to Miss 
Fiske for her faithfulness to their children whom they committed 
to her care. The exercises at the examination were of a high 
order. Parents and others were present. 

_Distr. No. 5—Summer school was taught by Miss Mary E. At- 
DEN. She labored with the determination to make the school a 
profitable one. The discipline was good; the character of the 
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recitations showed that good attention had been given to thorough- 
ness. The order was good.. The school was under good discipline 
in all respects. 

Winter school was taught by EpGar K. Morrison of Acworth. 
Mr. Morrison endeavored to keep a good school, and there was but 
one thing wanting to have made it a good school, and that was 
good order. Although the school appeared better at the time of 
my second visit than at the time of my first, and much better at 
the time of my last visit than at either of the others. Had the 
order been good he would have been successful in all respects. 
This is not a difficult school to keep. There is a fine class of schol- 
ars in this school. The examination was fair. 

Dist. No. 6.—Fall school was taught by Miss Appigz E. Marsu. 
Miss Marsh was faithful to her little school and did the most she - 
could with what she had to work with. This is a school that is 
very backward, but the scholars made a good progress in their 
studies. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Appre Marsu. The schol- 
ars made very good progress in their studies. Theschool was well 
conducted. Register not filled out. 


Dist. No. 7.—Summer school was taught by Miss Errre M. 
Taytor. The school was very well conducted. The scholars 
were orderly and very studious and made very good progress in 
their studies. This is a very easy school to govern. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Appre EK. Marsa. She man- 
aged the affairs of the school well, and taught the various 
branches of study with commendable degree of thoroughness. 
The examination was good. The parents take an interest in the 
school, and many of them were present at the examination. Num- 
ber of visits by prudential committee, one each term. Let him 
be re-elected. 

Dist. No. 8—Summer school was taught by Miss Exua C. 
Roycr. The scholars made good progress in their studies. The 
school was well conducted, and the exercises at the close of the 
term were good. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Exua C. Royce. She was 
very successful in this school. She secured the respect of her pu- 
pils and that of the parents. She was faithful to her trust. The

progress the scholars made was decidedly good; the examination 
was satisfactory. The prudential committee was present at the 
examination. . 

Dist. No 9.—Summer School was taught by Frep B. Ricu- 
ARDSON. This school improved much during this term. The 
teacher was faithful to his duties, and performed those duties in 
every respect. The examination was satisfactory. Parents and 
others were present at the examination and took an interest in the 
school. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Errie M. Taytor. Miss 
Taylor endeavored to perform her duties. A want of order was 
apparent. The scholars made fair progress in their studies. I 
cannot report the examination as not found wanting; I think it 
was wanting in some few particulars. 

Dist. No. 10—Summer school was taught by Miss Ina T. Harr, 
of Marlow. The school appeared well; the scholars made fair 
progress in their studies. The recitations at the close of the term 
did not give evidence of quite as much thoroughness as is desir- 
able. 

Fall school was taught by Miss Orre A. Ismam, of Marlow. 
She conducted the school very well and the scholars made fair 
progress in their studies, and the exercises at the close of the term 
were tolerably good. This is a very easy school to govern. 

Distr. No. 11.—Summer school was taught by Miss Hartir F. 
Kyicut, of Keene. Theschool appeared well ; the scholars made 
fair progress. I think, however, there was a want of energy and 
decision on the part of the teacher. 

Winter school was taught by Frep B. Ricuarpson. He la- 
bored hard for ihe interest of the school. The school was well 
conducted ; the scholars at the examination gave unmistakable 
evidence that they had had a thorough drill in their studies. The 

examination was highly satisfactory. Parents and others were 
present at the examination and took an interest in the school. 
There are very good scholars in this school and in my opinion are 
worthy of a better school house in which to prosecute their studies. 

Distr. No. 12.—Summer school was taught by Miss Erra A. 
NEWELL. She is a faithful, earnest and successful teacher. The 
school appeared well and was well managed; the method of in- 
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struction was good ; the examination was satisfactory in every re- 
spect. This school improved very much this term. Parents and 
others were present at the examination. 

Winter school was taught by Gro. A. Mayo. He was earnest 
and faithful in the school. The school was very well conducted ; 
the scholars made fair progress in their studies ; the examination 
was very good. 

Dist. No. 18.—Summer school was taught by Miss Mary L 
Ranpatu. The school was successful and prosperous ; the pro- 
gress the scholars made was decidedly good ; the school was under 
good discipline in all respects. The examination was highly sat- 
isfactory. Parents and others were present and took an interest 
in the school. 

Winter school was taught by Mrs. Merissa M. Josurn. She is 
a teacher of experience and conducted the business of teaching in 
a very efficient manner. ‘The school appeared well. The school 
was under good discipline in all respects. The examination was 
highly satisfactory. Parents and others were present at the exam- 
ination and took an interest in the school. Number of visits by 
prudential committee during both terms were four. Let him be 
re-elected. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


I have, during the two years I have had charge of the public 
schools, been watching with care the origin and course of events 
which transpire in our schools, and am more fully satisfied than 
ever before of the absolute necessity there is for the parents to visit 
their school often, so that they may know everything that per- 
tains to it, its management, its order and discipline, independent 
of any word or testimony of their own children or their neigh- 
bor’s children, if they wish to secure for themselves or their chil- 
dren the full benefit that the public school is intended to give. To 
furnish your children the opportunities for thorough mental cul- 
ture while you live and while they are with you and under the 
sacred influence of paternal care, is, at least, praiseworthy. Leay- 
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ing them such a legacy you will need no monument of granite or 
marble to prove that you once lived, or to show where your ashes 


repose. The perpetuity of your memory will depend upon the 
character of the institutions which you establish for the benefit of 
those who are to come after you. It is your duty to see to it that 
the tender plants entrusted to you for nurture, be not choked by 
the luxuriant growth of those noxious weeds which thrive most 
vigorously with the least culture. Those young minds entrusted 
to you are, or should be as dear to you as any other object on earth. 
Their happiness in future days and years depends very much upon 
the method in which they are trained. Of the various callings 
there are not any to be compared for nobility, usefulness or re- 
sponsibility with that of the teacher, yet neither teachers or pa- 
rents seem to have realized this important fact. And what scant 
inquiry many of our prudential committees make as to the charac- 
ter of the person upon .whose skill and judgment the future of 
their children will greatly depend. When we consider the nature 
of the being over whose future the teacher is to exercise so great . 
an influence, whose mind he is to store with knowledge, and whom 
he is to train in the practice of such conduct as shall lead to his 
well-being, we then form something of an idea how extensive the 
knowledge of the teacher should be. Being qualified to teach 
reading, spelling, English grammar, arithmetic, and the elements 
of geography and the history of the United States, strictly con- 
fined to them and knowing nothing more, is not enough. The 
teacher should have a thorough knowledge in the moral attributes ; 
it is his duty to make his pupils acquainted with that nature of 
which they form a part, and by which they are surrounded, but he 
cannot teach that of which he himself is ignorant. Every science 
then may in turn become necessary or desirable to be employed as 
an instructive agent; every art may be made accessory to illus- 
trate some item of knowledge or to elucidate some moral teaching. 

The blank mind of childhood receives the impress of the teach- 
ers’ character ; and he is truly the best teacher who succeeds, not so 
much in cramming his scholars’ heads with dates and rules, as in 
implanting in their hearts a love of knowledge, culture and refine- 
ment, high ambitions and great moral truths; such teaching can 
be the result only of the constant, silent influence of the teacher’s 
own charagter ; therefore the culture of his own mind and charac- 
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ter should be his first care. The teacher’s calling is a noble one, 
not only in the influence which he exerts on the destiny of the 
young in his charge, but also in the grand opportunities open to 
himself. And so noble is that calling, the standard of the examina- 
tion of teachers should be raised higher, thereby making our sys- 
tem more perfect and better adapted to the demand of the times. 
This would shut out that class who claim to be be teachers, and 
who would be teachers, when at the same time they are better 
adapted to the position of scholars in those schools they propose 
to teach than they are forteachers in thoseschools. ‘Teachers may 
lawfully be required to teach the science of duty, which compre- 
hends everything that is refined, chaste and tender in the human 
character, and the principles which prescribe what ought to take 
place in human conduct and actions. In legal phraseology this 
may be called the science of natural jurisprudence. It treats of 
the relations, rights and duties which are attached to individuals 
and to universal society. It comprehends the law of morality, 
which is the outgrowth and ever increasing fruit of the teachings 
of Him “ who spake as man never spoke.” 


HISTORICAL. 


It would be an inexcusable dereliction of duty as an officer of 
schools, if your committee neglected creditable reference in the cen- 
tennial anniversary of the republic to the history of education in 
Alstead. Many circulars and orders from the authorities, both 
state and national, have solicited a statistical history of common 
schools in the town of Alstead. It would exhaust much time and 
labor to furnish an, authentic, reliable history of schools in your 
town. Aneminent clergyman and a most worthy man, Rey. Seth 
S. Arnold, prepared a history of Alstead publishedin 182t. There 
is no doubt that this clergyman placed the church above every- 
thing. The history of schools so far escaped his attention that the 
only reference, by his own confession and evidence, was extorted 
from his acquaintance with a certain widow Banks. Rev. Mr. Ar- 
nold states that this lady, adaughter of Judge Prentice, claim- 
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ed to have been the first female teacher in the town of Alstead. 
Mr. Arnold was a liberally educated man, and a conscientious 
servant of Christ. He says nothing in regard to schools, nothing 
in regard to valuation or the specified and aggregate wealth of 
the town. It would strike most of us that an educated man who 
attempted history should give us not only a record of our religion, 
but of our system and methods of education, as well as a reliable 
account of the manners, customs and training of children. 


Circular No. 10, from the office of the superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, calls attention to “school officers, teachers and 
friends of education,” to the importance of the state and each town 
being properly represented, historically and currently, at the na- 
tional centennial exhibition which will be opened May 10. It 
is expected that the department of education and science will con- 
stitute one of the most prominent features in the international ex- 
position. 

Fellow Citizens :—It would be a grateful pleasure if your town 
records furnished me with sufficient data to respond to state and 
national committees, but a greater pleasure if I could from your 
records give you a complete history of yourschools. My research- 
es furnish but few facts; they are as follows: 


I find by the records, at the March meeting 1769, lot No. 7, in 
the 5th range, should be set apart for the first settled minister. It 
was voted at the same meeting that the lot No. 8, in the 6th range, 
for a school. The first record of the town to raise money for the 
support of schools, was under a town warrant, dated Feb. 24, 
1775. At the town meeting held the second Tuesday of March, 
pursuant to said warrant, the selectmen, Nathaniel Prentice, An- 
drew Beckwith and Absalom Kingsbury were voted a committee 
to divide the town into school districts. The town acted on art. 
Ath and voted to raise twenty pounds for schooling. I find no 
record of the selectmen dividing the town into school districts, nor 
do I find any evidence that the twenty pounds were raised or ex- 
pended. i 

From this date it would appear by the records, that the found- 
ers of Alstead were patriotically engaged in fighting for the inde- 
pendence of the republic, and in perfecting and adopting the con- 
stitution under which we now live. In 1791, two years after the 
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adoption of the constitution and the inauguration of George 
Washington, first president of the United States, I find that the 
town again reverted to the subject of education by the inserting 
an article in the warrant to see if the town will make any altera- 
tion in the school districts. I find no record of any action on this 
article. Ata meeting held on the 20th day of Feb., 1792, town 
voted to raise money to support a school, amount not stated. At 
a meeting held March 13, 1792, by vote chose school committee. 
[t appears that the town raised money for the support of schoois 
after 1791, and the records do not show the sum until 1799, arid 
then the town voted to raise two hundred dollars. In 1800 I dis- 
covered that music was unpopular, for the town voted on the 25th 
day of August of that year, not to raise money to hire a singing 
master. In 1801 the town voted to raise five hundred dollars for 
the support of schools. In 1806 town voted to raise five hundred 
and fifty dollars for support of schools. March 12, 1810, town 
voted to raise six hundred dollars for the support of schools. 
March 10, 1817, town voted to raise nine hundred dollars for the 
support of schools. 

The statistics of schools for Alstead are so imperfect and meagre 
that I am unable to supply all the facts desired by the national 
and state commissioners, or to place on file such a report as ought 
to become a truthful record of this year which is to be so conspic- 
uous in the history of the republic. The founders and builders of 
the town of Alstead were intelligent, faithful, diligent, wise and 
patriotic. The advantage of learning they deeply appreciated 
and nobly encouraged. A comparison of the present with the 
past will provoke in the minds of the more thoughtful a doubt 
whether we are as honest and earnest as our ancestors, and cer- 
tainly should inspire us with renewed effort and sharpened zeal to 
foster, maintain and improve a system of education which is and 
must ever be the corner stone and superstructure of permanent 
republican government.
